TANKS AND ARTILLERY 


WON JUVIGNY FOR U. $ 


Americans With French Pressed 
on Despite Machine Guns 
Covering German Retreat. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
ON THE AISNE FRONT, Thursday, 
Aug. 29.—Accompanied by a fleet 
of tanks and covered by a heavy ar- 


tillery barrage, the Americans swept 
forward early today against the Ger- 
man lines that slowly and reluctant- 
ly fell back over Juvigny plateau. 
The little operation carried out yes- 
terday by the French and Americans 
had been merely preparatory to the 
attack which began at 7 o'clock this 
morning. The kink had been taken 
out of the line yesterday, but no de- 
termined effort was made to advance 
to any extent. 

The firing was continuous through- 
out the night on both sides, the Ger- 
man guns being especially active. 
The rains of the early evening ceased 
before the ground had been convert- 
ed into mud, so when the orders 
were given today the men moved 
forward unimpeded. 

The German positions were shelled 
most vigorously by heavy guns, mor- 
tars and light pieces, firing almost 
point blank, as well as by long range 
naval guns which searched the posi- 
tions far and near. 

Machine Guns Cover Retreat. 

Then up over the plateau the in- 
fantry went towards Juvigny and 
across the little railroad running 
north and south. The Germans im- 
mediately began to employ the tac- 
tics of similar retreats, leaving their 
rear defended by a line of machine 
guns hidden behind every clump of 
brush, promontory and woods. Only 
a few détachments of infantry were 
left, the enemy again adopting meas- 
ures calculated to save the most men 
possible, 

From Couronne woods and an- 
other little wood, standing like sen- 
tinels between Juvigny and the 
American lines, the Gérman guns de- 
livered a deadly cross-fire. Juvigny 
is only a village, but, located along 
the side of a hill, it offered a pe- 
culiar opportunity for defense, until 
the advancing forces moved into 
positions from which they were able 
to make it untenable. The resist- 
ance then stopped, the Germans re- 
tiring further east into more broken 
ground. 


The frontage assigned to the 
Americans was less than two miles. 
That part in which Juvigny is lo- 
cated was the scene of a dramatic 
tank drive. Under the cover of ar- 
tillery the light French tanks flirt- 
ed along both sides of the path up 
to the little place, smashing down 
one machine gun nest after another. 
in spite of the employment by the 
Germans of their new tank gun, a 
sort of super-Mauser. This gun is 
virtually identical with the Mauser, 
except that it fires a bullet a little 
more than half.an,inch in diam- 
eter. This, it is calculated, can 
pierce the tank and possibly injure 
some vital part of the engine. But 
in the path of the advancing ma- 
chines there now lie broken. or 
smashed into the earth scores of 
these guns. ) 

There is an unquestioned mastery 
of the air by the allies along this 
front. It has been misty this morn- 
ing and there was little effective 
aerial work and practically none by 
the Germans. Above the lines the 
allied planes were seen all forenoon 
attempting to conduct observations 
in spite of the murky atmosphere 
and occasionally a German plane 
dared to dart through, but in every 
cast it was forced to retire hastily.

Borsa is about 50 miles north of 
the Manchurian border in Siberia. 
It is 175 miles southeast of Chita, the 
Bolshevik base in this region. 


Allies Excepting Americans in Battle 
on Ussuri Front. 
By the Associated Press. 

VLADIVOSTOK, Monday, Aug. 26 
(Reuters)—-The enemy in consider- 
able numbers attacked desperately 
along the Ussuri front last Saturday. 
All the allied forces participated in 
the fighting except the Americans. 
Upwards of 300 of the enemy were 
killed. } 

The Japanese bore the brunt of 
the fighting. They captured two 
armored trains and_ several field 
guns. 

According to a wounded Czech, 
the Japanese, infuriated by finding 
mutilated comrades on the battle 
field, charged and routed the enemy 
in the face of heavy machine gun 
and rifle fire. 

The Japanese report that the al- 
lied troops are advancing steadily. 


Russian Volunteer Force Captures 
a Black Sea Port. 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 30.—A Rus- 
sian voluntary army has captured 
the Black Sea port of Novorossysk,; 
according to a dispatch from Kiev. 


When the Germans captured Se- 
bastopool, the base of the Russian 
Black Sea fleet, a part of the Rus- 
sian fleet escaped to Novorossysk on 
the eastern coast of the Black Sea. 
In May the Germans threatened the 
port with. submarines.

ENEMY IN DESPERATE 
STAND NEAR SOISSONS 


Germans Send - Fresh Troops 
Against Americans and French, 
Trying to Hold Plateau. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Thursday, Aug. 29.—| 


The Germans are making a supreme | 
effort to maintain their positions on | 
the plateau north of Soissons. They 
are throwing fresh troops against 
both the French and Americans, and 
are disputing the ground foot by 
foot. 

After the unsuccessful enemy at- 
tempts a few days ago to retake 
the heights west of Soissons-Coucy- 
Le-Chateau road, known as the Orme 
de Montecouve. prisoners taken by 
one French division included men 
from three different divisions of in- 
fantry and two battalions of crack 
mountain troops. 


The loss of this height and a fur- 
ther advance made it all the more 
necessary for the Germans to pre- 
vent the allies from gaining ground 
on the plateau in the region of Ju- 
vigny, where are the last heights de- 
fending the Valley of the Ailette, 
where it runs eastward before turn- 
ing southward again toward the 
Chemin des Dames. The enemy has 
reinforced his line there with some 
of his best divisions of shock troops. 

The French third army met with 
greater resistance today along the 
line of the Somme and the Canal Du 
Nord. The German opposition was 
particularly stout in the region of 
Nesles, where it was necessary to 
have artillery to reduce some posi- 
tions. 

Tonight the village of Rowy-Le-| 
Grand and Rouy-Le-Petit, east of 
Nesles, are ini the hands of the 
French, while south along the canal 
they have Breuil, Moyencourt and 
La Panneterie. North of Nesles, 
where Gen. Humbert's troops also 
are approaching the Somme, the 
Germans launched a counter attack 
against Morchain without success. 
The Germans appear to be strongly 
reinforced by artillery along the 
Canal Du Nord, where their resist- 
ance is stiffening. 

The operations of the last two days 
have put the Germans into another 
pocket between the Canal Du Nord 
They will have 
to evacuate it promptly or run a big 
risk of having their positions there 
turned from the north by the French 
along the valley of the Somme. 
Since the fall of Noyon, which was 
the apex of this salient until this 
morning, Mont 8t. Simeon, a mile 
and a quarter to the east, was its ad- 
vanced defense. This height dom- 
inates the valley of the Aisne east- 
ward and the valley of the river 
Meve and the Canal Du Nord to the 
north. These valleys were lines in 
the salient last night. 

The taking of Quesnoy wood this 
morning has tightened the pocket 
from the western side, bringing the 
French within- shelling distance of 
the main road leading out of it in 
the direction of Ham. The road 
from Noyon to Chauny, which skirts 
the salient on the south, has been 
under the fire of Gen. Mangin’s ar- 
tillery for several days. 

Between the roads to Ham and 
Chauny a succession of heights ex- 
tending from Mont St. Simeon to 
Chauny forms a position of great 
strength. The Germans are violent- 
ly shelling the French lines from 
there today, but the imminence of 
danger, threatening their communi- 
cations to the north, suggests that 
they are merely using part of their 
immense ammunition supplies there 
to ease the pressure which had be- 
come so strong as to require them to 
abandon ammunition all over the 
field of the Avre. 

The French troops having gained 
a foothold in the valley of the Som- 
me northeast of Nesle may natural- 
ly be expected to advance eastward 
on Ham, which will render the 
stronghold of St. Simeon and the 
ridge leading east useless to the | 
enemy, while enormously increasing | 
the difficulty of getting the rear | 
guard out of the salient.

German War Correspondent Tells of 
Hurried Orders Over Phone When 
Marwitz Was Outflanked. 


By the Associated Press. 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 30.—Peculiag 


light on the reiterated German asser- 
tions that the retreat of the Teuton 
forces on the western front was pre 
arranged and carried out according 
to plan without undue haste, is cast 
by A. S. Meyer, war correspondent of 
the Essen Allgemeine Zeitung, who 
gives an account of his visit to a 
high staff officer of Gen. von Hu- 
tier’s army, to whom he was referred 
for information. The officer, why 
had not slept three hours at a stretch 
for days, showed traces of excessive 
fatigue. 

“In the midst of the officer's @xz- 
planatory statement,” says Meyer 
artlessly, “the telephone rang and 
news came that the enemy had 
rushed in on the left flank of the 
army of Von der Marwitz and that 
his right flank was endangered. A 
sudden stream of telephone orders 
directed the retirement and the of- 
ficer’s story was cut short. 

“We had to leave hurriedly. We 
were to lunch with Gen. von Hutier, 
but during the luncheon the tele, 
phone never ceased ringing and Von 
Hutier himself was hurriedly called 
away by a young orderly who was to 
have given us the rest of the story.” 


Last Night's Reports 
From the Battle Fronts 


PARIS, Thursday, Aug. 29.—The 
text of the French official communi- 
cation issued last night reads: 

During the course of the day our 
progress continued in the region of 
the Canal du Nord, which we have 
reached along its entire length, ex~ 
cept near Cantigny and Sermaze. We 
have occupied Quesney Wood north- 
east of Ecuvilly and Beaurans. 

Further south we captured Noyon 
in a bitter struggle and advanced as 
far as the southern outskirts of Hap- 
plin-court. To the east of Noyon we 
gained a footing on the southern 
slopes of Mount St. Simeon and took 
Landrimont and Morlincourt. We 
captured several hundred prisonerg, 

Between the Oise and the Aisne 
our troops crossed the Ailette River 
at several points north and south of 
Champs despite the resistance of- 
fered by the enemy. Guny and Pont 
St. Mard are in our hands. 


LONDON, Thursday, Aug. 29.— 
Field Marshal Haig’s report from 
the front in France last night says: 

Successful attacks delivered since 
Aug. 8 by the Fourth, Third and 
First British armies have rendered 
the enemy's positions on the old 
Somme battle field untenable. 

On the whole front from Ba- 
paume southward the enemy has 
been forced to abandon, with great 
loss in prisoners, guns and material, 
as well as kifed and wounded, the 
ground he gained at such heavy cost 
in last March and April. We have 
reached the west bank of the 
Somme, opposite Brie and Peronne, 
and have taken Hem. 

North of Hem we are advancing 
on the general line of Combles, Mor- 
val, Beaulencourt and Fremicourt. 
Sharp fighting occurred on this front 
today and many casualties have been 
inflicted on bodies of German in- 
fantry who attempted to delay our 
progress. 

This morning the New Zealanders 
took possession of Bapaume, driving 
out the enemy’s rear guard. 

In the sector north of Bapaume 
the enemy is still endeavoring to 
maintain his positions. Our troops, 
after hard fighting about Vraucourt, 
Ecoust-St. Mein and Hendecourt- 
Les-Cagnicourt, made progress and 
have taken many prisoners.

MAN-POWER BILL 


Measure Making All Men 
From 18 to 45 Subject to 
Military Service Is Ready 
for Adoption, 


MANY SCHOOLS COME 
UNDER U. S. CONTROL 


War Department Contract- 
ing With Colleges and Uni- 
versities to Receive Boys 
of 18 During Training. 


By the Aeeociated Press. | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—That 
the man-power bill, extending draft 


(age limits to include all men between 
| 18 and 45. will be a law before night, 


appears probable. 

The Senate plans to approve the 
eonference draft of the bill soon aft- 
er convening at noon, and arrange- 


r.ents have been made to have the 
bill signed immediately by the pre-. 
siding officers of the two houses. 
The bill then is to be transmitted to 
President Wilson, who, on account of 
urgency of the measure, is expected 
to lose no time in affixing his signa- 
ture. Approximately 13,000,000 men 
will be affected by the law. 

Senate and House conferees 
promptly reached a formal agree- 
rient on the bill following removal! 
of the “work-or-fight"” amendment, 
the principal obstacle. The confer- 
ence report was adopted by the 


House without roll call. 


Elimination of Amendments. 

After Provost Marshal-General 
Crowder had explained that new in- 
siructions will provide that draft. 
boards, and not registrants, miust in- 
itiate deferred classification claims, , 
the conferees struck out the Penrose 
amendment directing that registrants 
be not required to make or refuse to 
make such claims. 

Senator Wadsworth’'s amendment, 
extending the draft to the navy and | 
marine corps by providing that men 
may be allotted for those services 
was retained. 

Under section 7 of the new draft 
bill the Secretary of War is author- 
ized to contract with universities and 
colleges for the “military and acad- 
emic instruction of such soldiers” as 
he may assign after the registration 
of men from 18 to 45. 

Increases College Control. 

This largely increases the Govern- 
ment’s control over colleges and uni- 
versities. The bill provides that the 
secretary may make financial ar- 


rangements with the edueationa! in- 


stitutions for subsistence and quar- 
ters for these men and their tuition. 

Contracts have been entered into 
with about 800 colleges and universi- 
ties. Any boy of 18 years old and 
subject to call under the man-power 
bill may go to any of them, provided 
he can pass the prescribed examina- 
tions, and receive instruction and 
subsistence at the expenes of the' 
United States. 

When the bill was reported to tne 
House, the War Department author-’ 
ized announcement that, by order of 
the Secretary of War, Gen. March 
had approved the plan for the or- 
ganization of the student army train- 
ing corps. Preliminary steps for 
this corps have been taken by the 
Committee on Education and Special 
Training, organized for that Dvu-pose.,

|Germans applauded a statement of President 
Wilson’s war aims may be symptomatic of chang- 
ing things in Germany, yet it is too important in 
itself to be ignored or treated lightly. Anything 
|that ‘promotes or stimulates this spirit among 
‘the German people is an essential part of the 
| winning of the war, unless we are determined to 
i pay the highest possible price in blood and treas- 
ure for the inevitable military decision that 
sounds the death knell of Prussian militarism. 

In spite of many solemn warnings there is noth- 
ing to be feared from a Germah peace offensive at 
this time. American and allied opinion is too 
firmly united on the main issues to be shaken 
or divided by any proposals that a desperate Ger- 
man autocracy might make in order to save its 
peculiar institutions at home. 

The best way to defeat a German peace offen- 
sive is to meet it with a counter offensive while 
Foch is dealing with the German armies in the 
field in his own masterful fashion. The more de- 
termined we are to force peace by dictation the 
more essential it is to keep the fundamental prin- 
ciples of that peace clear and unmistakable.

Effect of the Draft on Farmers. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial on the wheat situation in 

last Friday's Post-Dispatch is a corker. 

Iam a farmer and thresherman and 
have a splendid chance to observe the ups 
and downs of wheat growing and to learn 
the opinions of the farmers as to prices, 

the effects of the draft on farm help, etc. 

Every farmer I threshed for this year 
expressed the opinion that he should re- 
ceive at least $3 per bushel for his wheat. 
Here is the situation: The Government is 
asking: for a larger wheat production, 
which, with our reduced help, means long- 
er hours. The price is fixed on our prod- 
uct, which is the other way around to fix- 
ing the price on our labor, a price not sat- 
isfactory, and then not permitting the 
farmer to use as much of his own product 
as he may wish for his own family makes 
the average farmer feel he is not getting 
the kind of a deal he is entitled to get. 

For instance, why should the man who 

operates a. traction engine from 6 a. m. 
to 8 or 8:30 p. m., doing his own firing, oil- 
ing, cleaning flues, wiping, adjusting bear- 
ings, repairing, etc., in heat and dust, re- 
ceive less than half the wage for double 
the amount of time that the average loco- 
motive engineer receives, who receives his 
engine all oiled, steamed, cleaned and 
coupled to his train? Yet the Government 
has approved an increase in wage and 
shorter hours for the locomotive driver 
and disapproved of an increase in price of 
the farmers’ labor and practically asks for 
longer hours. 
'° The draft is taking our best help away 
from the farms; others are going to the 
cities, where they obtain prices for their 
labor farmers can’t afford to pay. Conse- 
quently we have the poorer help left, 
which, of course, makes it expensive and 
less profitable to farm, to say nothing of 
the increase in cost of machinery, twine, 
repairs, etc. 

The cry is, “Food will win the war.” 
“Then why make prices such that men seek 
other employment than growing food or 
take men for soldiers who are experienced 
farmers and then try to replace them with 
inefficient help? 

On,the same page you comment on our 
aircraft mistakes. These can be remedied, 
but if we fail to grow a sufficient supply 
of food it means starvation and the fateful 
words will ring in our ears, ‘‘Too late, too 
late,” and all the rest of our efforts will 


mirable manner.in his address to the American 
Bar Association Tuesday night in discussing the 
duty of the bench and bar to further the estab- 
lishment of a league of nations:

There must be delegation, 
if not surrender, of power, and a new re- 
straint must be put upon national ambitions 
and vision. We must aim at a constructive 
and healing peace, not an angry, sullen truce 
that will lead to further war, 


Justice Clarke makes it a fundamental proposi- 
tion that the German autocratic Government 
“shall be beaten to its knees” and that proposi- 
tion represents the settled conviction of the 
Americans, the British, the French and the Ital- 
ians alike. That is not to be done for purposes of 
revenge, but it is to be done hecause it is a pri- 
mary consideration in the establishment of per- 
manent peace. Unless that came about there 
could be no peace—only a truce, a cessation of 
hostilities until Berlin could formulate its new 
plans for world dominion. 

The German armies and the German people are 
one. They think alike and act alike, and any- 
thing that weakens the morale of the German 
people weakens the morale of the army. Any- 
thing that clearly distinguishes the war aims of 
the German autocracy and the present war aims 
of the Americans and the allies is bound to have 
its effect in breaking down the wall of German 
resistance. Too great emphasis cannot be laid on 
the vital fact that this is a war not of conquest 
but of emancipation on the part of the embattled 
democracies, and that the kind of peace that 
could end it means as much to the future hap- 
piness and progress of the German people as it 
means to the rest of the world.

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SPAIN AND THE ENTENTE. 

A distinguished Spanish novelist and essayist, 
Joe Martinez Rinx, has taken on himself the task 
of acquainting his countrymen with America’s 
aims in the war and the tremendous magnitude 
of America’s effort for. putting down Germanism. 

His articles are printed in one of the most no- 
torious of the Madrid pro-German newspapers, | 
reaching a class of readers it is desirable to 
reach. Spaniards generally on learning authori- 
tatively what the United States has done in this 
war will be justified in feeling that Spain’s show- 
ing against resources so great in 1898 may have 
been something to be proud of. Declaring that 
his country should know the truth, the writer 
says that “the future of Spain is bound up with 
the future of the United States.” 

Spain’s interests have not for several centu- 
ries been bound up to any considerable extent 
with America’s. How will they have a closer 
identification hereafter? 

There may be more or less friendly rivalry after 
the war among the nations now composing the 
league against Germany. They will, however, 
form a world group against which the rivalry 
of others will not avail much for many years, par- 
ticularly the rivalry of countries which showed 
unmistakable German sympathies and were the 
center of irritating pro-German intrigues while 
the war lasted. 

Spain will not be in a position to ask many fa- 
vors from the European members of the league. 
America, however, which got in the war late, will 
have no such feeling toward Spain as her nearer 
neighbors may feel because of her early pro-Ger- 
man bias that caused them embarrassment. Senti- 
ment may be a powerful aid for a lesser nation 
in its relations with a greater, as has been shown 
in the case of France. Despite her old blunders 
and maladministration, there has aJways been a 
feeling of sentimental kindliness toward Spain on 
the part of this continent.

Spain need not think that we will not deal 
fairly with her because we had a war with her 20 
years ago. We have had two wars with England 
and came near having two others, once over the 
Alabama claims and once over Venezuela. But we 
now have the closest and friendliest co-operation 
with that country, not only for military but in- 
dustrial and other ends. In the English-speaking 
and well as Spanish-speaking areas of this con- 
tinent Spain may find an inviting field after the 
war. But she must stop listening to her Junkers 
whose rabid partisanship for German Junkerism 
is only too evident.

But the description of the bombing 
of Mannheim shows that, profiting by the lessons 
given them in the bombing of London and Paris, 
the British have used new and extremely efficient 
methods in finding and wrecking their objectives, 
the various munition and war production centers 
of the German city. We are told that the British 
war planes swept over the city at a height of about 
200 feet, sometimes only barely missing the chim- 
neys. ; 

In the bombing of London and Paris, German 
aviators have kept at great heights, so that it 
has been difficult to locate them by searchlights. 
And, of course, their aim has been poor, the 
bombs usually falling on areas the wrecking of 
which had no military value. The victims have 
been mostly residents in poor streets, including 
a large proportion of women and children. 

The new British method is not only more effec- 
tive, but vastly more sportsmanlike. It puts the 
aviator in great danger and makes a more equal 
fight. However, we are told that the bombing of 
German cities has brought panic, and this may ac- 
count for the fact that no British machines were 
brought down in their daring flight. 

The incident shows what may be accomplished 
when America has a fleet of several thousand 
bombing machines.

1. See that all equipment is 
ready.

6. Pour fruit juice into hot 
jars, or tin cans.

8. Partially tighten tops; seal 
tin cans completely. 

9 Sterilize 40 minutes at a 
temperature of 165 degrees F. 
(Simmering.) 

10. Remove jars from canner; 
seal completely.
